Concerning the possibility of set­ 
tling the strike, 6. M. Jewell, head 
of the striking men, said; “We have 
been aijd are now anxious to meet 
authoritative representatives to set­ 
tle this dbpufce, which can and ought 
to be settled. 
This talk about our 
having cut loose from the labor board 
and refusing- to consider the labor 
boaffl as a med'um for sett\'ng th« 
strike has no official basis. 
‘“The labor board has had no tíífí- 
cial notification that our men are no 
longer railway employes or that they 
have 
removed themselves from the 
jurisdiction of the board.” 
Jewell mude himself clear that the 
virtual calling off of the strike of 
the maintenance of way employes had 
come as no surprise. 
Neither would 
it hurt the morale of the strikers, he 
declared. 
In response to a question as to how 
long hb mm could hold out, Jewell 
declared they could and would hold 
out indefinitely. 
“We have been preparing for this since 
1921,” he said. “We anticipated that 
a general tie-up might become nec- 
elfeary and in 1921 we sent out cir- 
cular letters to all* our members, tell­ 
ing them that in time of peace was 
the time to prepar for war and our 
men are now prepared and will stick 
to the finish.”

GLORIOUS FOURTH ADDRESS ‘ 


Like moit other Americana who are given the 
opportunity td do so. President Harding made 
a July 4th address, this year at his old home i*i 
IttA on , Ohio. 
The opening sections of the ad­ 
dress, which constituted about half of the entire 
speech was concerning Marion, Ohio, 
and 
its 
growth from Mr. Harding's boyhood from 4000 
Sihabitants to over 40,000 inhabitant».. Three ref 
«fences of world wide and nation wide interest 
made by the president in his Marion address were 
concerning prohibition collective bargaining and 
national responsibility to the whole world. Those 
who have said ail along that Harding #qi^d fln- 
aUy have to lead away from the old policy of na­ 
tional isolation, will be gratified by the follow­ 
ing declaration: "In our international relations all 
is well. We are secure today, with more assured 
prospects of peace than ever before, in the history 
tit the country. 
New guarantees have re c e n tly 
3>een added by the very process of exchanged view 
S 
luts and bringing the spokesmen of great na- 
>n« to the conference table and for the exchange 
of views, and to resolve to do together those fine 
and noble things which no one nation could do 
alone." 
Mr. Harding's reference 
to 
collective 
bargaining was contained in a sihgle sentence; "It 
wouid be no less than an abridgement t odeny men 
to bargain collectively." 
t 
Prohibitionists will feel that the last word has 
been spoken as regards national prohibition, and 
in ifavor of that principle in the following declara­ 
tion by the President on that vital question: "I 
mean to sound no note of pessimism, this this re­ 
public is secure. 
Menaces do arise, but public 
opinion will efface them. $toanwhile government 
repres sthem. The 18th amendment denies 
minority the fancied sense of personal liberty, 
the amendment is the will of America. And 
t be sustained by the government, and public 
else contempt for the law will undermine 
very foundations."

To all Employes and Former Employes» Members of the A ffiliated O rganiza­ 


tions Composing what is Known as the Federated Shop Crafts and to Rail­ 


w ay Shop Laborers, and Stationary Firemen and Oilers: 


As you know, a large number of employes of this Company, represented by the so-called “Federated Shop 
Craft3,*’ and also certain railway shop laborers, stationary firemen and oilers left the service of the Cofnpa:*/ 
at 10 o’clock A. M. July 1, 1922 and subsequent thereto under strike orders issued presumably in accordance 
with the provisions of the constitution and bylaws of the organizatioq^composing the Federated Sho|) Crafts 
and Stationary Firemen and Ooilers. Irt^ulPíes have been made by some of those remaining in the service, 
and by many others who left the service dfljuly 1st and subsequent thereto but now desire to re-enter the 
Company’s service, as to their standing with the Company, hence this statement.

, 1. At the outset, I desire to express for and in behalf of the Company its grateful appreciation of the 
loyalty of the large number of employes heretofore represented by the organizations in question who have re­ 
mained in its service. I wish to assure them that their rights will be fully preserved and that they will be 
H IP jpPEf' practicable protection;!» the performance oi their dutie^ 


2. Of those who left the Company’s service pursuant to these strike orders, the Company realizes that 
there were many who took such action against their wish and better judgment, and it has been informed that 
a large number of such men desire to re-enter the serv ice and are anxious to ascertain whether or not their 
seniority and other rights possessed by them at the time they left the service would be restored should they 
re-enter th sendee, The position of the Company is that those who left its service have terminated their em­ 
ployment and forfeited all seniority and other rights, including pension rights under the Company’s voluntary 
pension system; but that any former employe who desires to re-enter the service will not be subjected to 
such loss of rights provided he does so not later than 7 :00 o’clock A. M. July G, 1922. Any former employe 
re-entering the service after that time will do so as a new employe with rights inferior to all others in the ser­ 
vice at the time he so re-enters.

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4. I ask thbse who for any reason left the s 
July 1st and subsequent thereto t-o bear in mind the 
fact that the strike action they have taken is not merely against the railroad. It is primarily a strike against 
the findings of a tribunal established by the Cpngress of the United States to decide disputes between rail­ 
road companies and their employes, so that there would be no occasion for a resort to strikes—hence, the 
action you have taken is a strike against the government itself. 
I ask you to keep in mind the ¡further 
fact that the Louisville & Nashville Railroad Company has accepted and put into effect all the decisions of 
the United States Railroad Labor Board, the tribunal against whose decisions you have been called upon to 
strike, notwithstanding those decisions have not been wholly satisfactory to it any more than its decisions 
have been wholly satisfactory to you. The problem you have to decide involves these questions: • Do you 
prefer loyalty to the railroad company, which has always treated you fairly; loyalty to the public, which 
must have an efficient transportation service; loyalty to the United States Railroad Latoor Board, a govern­ 
ment tribunal established for your own protection; and loyalty to your own interest and that of your fam­ 
ilies who are so vitally concerned in your steady employment and the preservation of your rights? Or do 
you prefer to follow the dictates of an organization which has now been declared by the United States Rail­ 
road Labor Board to be an outlaw and outside the benefits of the existing ra ilro a d labor legislation?
